ADMICE TO PLANTERS: 


Select thrifty young trees in preterence to old or very large ones; the roots are more bender a nd : 
fibrous. and they bear transplanting better and far more apt to live; they can also be more easily — 
‘trimmed and shaped to any desired form, and in the course of a few years will usually outstrip the y, 
older ones in growth. a 


THE SOIL. 


A rich loam is the best for fruit, made sufficiently dry by artificial draining, if necessary, but 
all soils may be made available by judicious treatment. ae:

PREPARATION FOR PLANTING. 


Plow and subsoil repeatedly so as to thoroughly pulverize to a depth of J2 to 18 inches. When 
planting upon the lawn or grass plots, remove the sod for a diameter of 4or 5 feet, and keep this — 
space well worked and free trom weeds. Dig the hole deeper and larger than is necessary to 
admit all the roots in their natural position, keeping the surface and subsoil separate. Cut off 
broken and bruised roots and shorten the tops to a halfa dozen good buds, except for Fall-plant- 
ing, when it is better to defer top pruning until the following Spring. If not prepared to plant 
when your stock arrives, ‘‘heelin,’’ by digging a trench deep enough to admit all the roots and 


setting the trees therein as they can stand, carefully packing the earth about the roots, taking up ~ 


when required. Never leave the roots exposed to the sun and air, and ‘‘puddle”’ before planting. 


PLANTING. 


Fill up the hole with surface soil, so that the tree will stand about as it did when in the nurs- 
ery after the earth has settled, except Dwarf Pears, which should be planted deep enough to cover 
the quince stock upon which they are budded two or three inches. Work the soil thoroughly 
among the roots. and when well covered tramp firmly. Set the tree firm as a post, but leave the 


trees. Never let manure come in contact with the roots. ‘ 


surface filling (of poorer soil) light and loose. No staking will be required except with very tall 


MULCHING. 


A covering of coarse manure, straw, marsh hay, or loose chip dirt, during the first season, will 
effectually prevent injury from drought, and is a benefit at all times. 

The time fer planting in the spring is as soon as the ground is well thawed out and from then’ 2 
to about the Ist of May. For planting in the fall the months of October and November. But. 
Evergreens should always be planted in May for success.
